The Record's account of the railroad 


company's enterprise at this point is 
as follows:

The large steam 
excavators—shovels with maws that

Mole Fell b Canal Lock. 


On Wednesday evening at about 
seven o'clock a mule which was tow- 
ing a canal boat fell, in a strange man- 
ner, Into the canal at the No. .2 lock 
at Bristol.
